(RS. A. C. LYLE WILL ASK $100,- 
000 DAMAGES. 


SHE IS AFFLICTED FOR LIFE. 


| 6t. Ann’s Orphan Asylum to Be Soon 
! Made Defendants in a 
Strange Suit. 


Papors are being drawn and will be filed 
within a few days in a damage suit for 
$100,000 that Is said to be without a parallel 
fn the history of jurisprudence in the 
United States. 

The plaintiffs will be Mr. and Mrs. A. C. 
Lyle and the defendants the St. Amn’s Or- 
phans’ Asylum, and it is possible Arch- 
bishop Kain. 

The claim for damages is based on the 
@llegation that defendants are liable for the 
. terrible affliction that has befallen the fam- 
fiy of Mr. Lyle, who is a tailor at 1220 Cass 
avenue. 

The attorneys for both the defense and 
the plaintiffs have searched the books dili- 
gently, but they can find no precedents 
wpon which to base the issues that will be 
involved. Indeed, as one of the lawyers 
said Friday, the trial will bring up points 
that have never been considered in a court, 
and the final ruling will determine a ques- 
tion that so far as records go has never 
been before Judges in the United States for 
gettiement, and probably not in any other 
country. , 

Although this novel case has not yet been 
brought to the attention of the public by 
court proceedings, and through the medium 
of the press, it has been under discussion 
for several months by many prominent 
lawyers, by dignitaries of the Catholic 
Church and by laymen who form the di- 
sectors of the asylum. 

The question would never have come be- 
fore the public but for a difference of opin- 
fon as to the legal liability of the benev- 
olent order in the premijses, and it is 
thought that this will be the main point, 
and, in fact, the only one for the court to 
determine. But around the dry téchnicall- 
ties will be woven as strange a storv as 
Wes ever told, and a harrowing one at 
that |

It was seen 
by the sisters at St..Ann’s Orphan Asylum, 
Tenth and O’Fallon streets, and as the little 
one was but. a few days old they naturally 
thought the mother would be anxious to

difficulty caring for the many little ones 
that are thrust upon them, especially during 
the first few months of their lives, the sis- 
ters are constantly on the outlook for per- 
| @ons who can be of assistance in the way of

That is how the sisters came to visit Mrs. 
| Lyle. Their mission found ready response.

A fortnight later Mrs, Lyle noticed that a 
rash similar to that which affiictea the child 
had broken out upon her, but she thought 
little of the matter and treated it with 
Some salve she bad in the house. After a 
month this third child pased out of her life, 
@nd this was the last baby she nursed for 
» the inatitution. 

She was troubled greatly during the next 
four months, but her husband being so poor 
she did not feel like ealling in a doctor and 
#0 only home remedies were applied. But 
they were of no avail, and at last Mr. Lyle 
tnsisted that a physician attend her. 

The visit proved a sad one for the little 
family on Cass avenue, for the husband and 
wife then learned how terribly they were 
afflicted. Medicines were prescribed and 
taken, various treatments were resorted to, 
but to no avail. To add to the distressing 
@ituation a child was born within the year 
after the third baby from the orphan asy- 

. had been taken away, and soon after 

| © birth If was noticed the little innocent 
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time, was doing fairly well, but every cent 


he made above bare living expenses went 
for medical attendance and drugs. 

Finally, in despair, he went to a lawyer 
and related the story to him, asking if some- 
thing could not be done tn the way of bring- 
ing him assistance from those persons whom 
he judged were responsible for his wife’s 
condition,

Mr. Cunningham, who was the attorney 
appealed to, investigated the case thor- 
oughly and carefully weighed the evidence 
the husband brought to him. Then he con- 
sulted his law books for aid, but he found 
none there. No similar case had ever been 
tried. So he realized that he was venturing 
upon an unknown sea. 

His first trial was along the lines of 
equity. He believed something should be 
done for the woman, and being in doubt as 
to the exact status of the benevolent Iinsti- 
tution in question, he wrote to Archbishop 
Kain, briefly outlining the points, and ask- 
ing if the church was in any way liable. 

The Archbishop referred the letter to R. 
Graham Frost, his attorney, and several] 
weeks ago there was a conference between 
the lawyers in the Roe Building. Mr. Cun- 
ningham related the entire story to Mr. 


} Frost, gave him the names of the pros- 


pective plaintiffs, asked him to visit them 
and investigate for himself, and also gave 
him the names of all witnesses that would 
be summoned. 

Mr. Frost assured him he would look into 
the case and inform him what could be 
done. 

The attorney for the institution has done 
s0, and his report is that under the laws of 
Missouri! his clients are not liable. 

This is what determined the immediate 
filing of the suit, and the large damages 
that will be asked cover not only the med- 
ical expenses and the loss of time incident 
to the lasting sickness, but also the value 
of the very lives of mother and child, for, 
as Mr. Cunningham puts it, “‘they are suf- 
fering a living death; their ailment Is akin 
to leprosy.”’ 

R. Graham Frost was asked about the 
case Friday. 

‘The matter was referred to me by Arch- 
bishop Kain,” he said, “and I consulted 
with Mr. Cunningham. He kindly placed 
at my disposition all the evidence he had 
and asked me to investigate. In this he 
showed that he had the interest of his cli- 
ent at heart and believed she had a good 
case. But ft was not for me to look into 
the matter in this direction. As attorney 
for the orphan asylum I advised that, ad- 
mitting all the evidence true, the instti- 
tution is not liable. That will be the de- 
fense in main. Here is a similar case, for 
instance. A man calls et your house and 
he has emall-pox. He does not know he 
has the disease and it is communicated to 
you. Now, how can he be held responsible 
for any injury done you?” 

Mr. Frost was asked the legal standing of 


'St. Ann’s Orphan Asylum. 


‘Tt is incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Missouri for benevolent purposes,”’ 
he replied. ‘Although not a wealthy as- 
sociation, it is prosperous and has plenty 
of property with which to satisfy any legal 
claim. It owns the building and ground 
where the institution is located and some 
other real estate in the city.”’ 

The lawyer was asked if the case was 
not an unusual one. 

‘Indeed it is,’’ he said. ‘I don’t belleve 
a similar case has ever been in the courts, 
and if it is brought to an issue the trial 
will be a most interesting one.”’ 

Mr. Frost then spoke very highly of Mr. 
Cunningham, but he said he believed his 
opponent would find damages would not. lie 
against the prospective defendants. 


It was with some reluctance that T. E. 
Cunningham went into details concerning 
the papers, which he was even working 
upon when the reporter visited his office. 

“Yes,”’ said he finally, “I shall be com. 
pelled to take the matter into the courts, I 
had hoped the persons interested in the in- 
stitution would see the justice of this wom- 
an’s claim and do something for her, but, 
as it is, the law of the land must be invoked 
in her behalf. .

BLIND GIRL WHO 
RIDES A WHEEL, 


MISS KATE HELMEE CAN NOW GO 
ALONE, 


KNOWS THE PATHS BY HEART. 


She Remembers Every Curve and Ev- 
ery Depression in a Roac She 
Passes Over. 


Miss Kate Helmke, the blind cyclist, has 
achieved new ‘honors. People wondered 
when she mastered the wheel and rode with 
attendants at her elbow. She now fre- 
quently rides alone, and her daily spins in 
Forest Park are taken in the deep twi- 
light. 

Miss Helmke is a teacher at the Missouri 
Institute for the Blind, Nineteenth and 
Morgan streets. When she announced her 
intention of becoming a bicyclist the super- 
intendent, Mr. John T. Sibley, the holder 
of the century record for Missouri, coached 
her, She first managed: to steady herself 
on a tandem and after a month's persist- 
ent effort astontshed her instructor and the 
wheeling public by riding forth on a bicy- 
cle built for one. She guided herself by 
the sound of her companion’s voice and in 
this way learned several routes to Forest 


Park. Now she can do without the com- 
panion, after passing the danger of meet- 
ing vehicles. uring the spring she_ has 
been over the various-cycle paths, and has 
so familiarized herself with them that she 
often leaves her company and takes long 
rides with no one to guide her, relying sole- 
ly on her instinct and knowledge of the road 
bed to bring her back in safety. When 
with a party from the schoo! she no longer 
falters by the side of a member, but keeps 
well to the front, ofttimes in the lead. 

Prof. Sibley thinks the achievement of fol- 
lowing a track alone igs even more mar- 
velous than mastering the wheel. 

‘To my mind,” he said, “that is the most 
wonderful part of it all. How she gan tell 
just where she is, when to avoid the ruts we 
that can see do not remember, and when 
to turn back are puzzlers. The only expla- 
nation is that her perceptive abilities Lave 
been so highly trained that she notes and 
remembers the slightest change In roadbed 
and through this wonderful trait is enabled 
to distinguish one road from another.”’ 

he will take her wheel to the country 
this summer and do much riding alone. All 
that will be necessary will be for some one 
to take her over the route two or three 
times, then she will know it. 

“An instance of how keen are her powers 
of discernment is found in the way she 
keeps off the curbstones. She has the slope 
of the street m its center to the gutter 
figured to such a nicety that she can tell ar 
once when she is near the curb. She has 
improved wonderfully in her riding and is 
rapidly developing into an expert.”’ 

Much of Miss Helmke’s riding is now done 
atnight. This has been necessitated during 
the last few weeks by the extra amount of 
work thrown upon the teachers by the ap- 
proaching examinations and commence- 
ment. It is now after supper when the little 
party with the blind girl sets out from the 
school. 

On bright days Miss Helmke is able to dis- 
tinguish shadows, and has been known to 
accurately locate a white curb. This aided 
her not a little in her early bicycle practice, 
but is totally absent when the shades of 
evening gather. 

Not only Prof. Sibley but all of - Miss 
Helmke’s friends aré enthusiastic over her 
remarkable accomplishment, and the more 
impetuous urge her to attempt a century 
run. To this she shakes her head, and laugh- 
ingly says the summit of her ambition as a 
wheelwoman was reached when she found 
she could ride alone.

NEW YORK, May 23.—Richard M. Scruggs 
and FB. S. Langhorne will be given a pre- 
liminary trial before United States Commis- 
sioner Shields next Wednesday morning.

‘The rumors of Japan’s desire to annex 
Hawaill,” he said, ‘‘are mere idle gossip. 
We sent a man-of-war there to protect the 
interests\of our countrymen. hat is all. 
After our experience in Formosa we don't 
want to annex Hawall or anything else at 
present.’”’ 

Marquis Kido said the Japanese have the 
most amicable feeling towards Americans 
and hoped pleasant relations would always 
continue. 

“T want to correct one mistake that Is 
quite general. Marquis Ito is not _ being 
sent to England as a special representative 
at the Queen's jubilee, but as a member of 
the sulte of Prince Arasugawa, a member 
of the imperial family, who will fill that po- 
sition for the Government on that occa- 
sion.

Judgment Against a Policeman for 
Clubbing a Citizen.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The trial of 
John E, Searles, secretary of the American 
Sugar Refining Company, followed that of 
President. Havemeyer before Judge Bradley 
in Criminal Court, No. 1, to-day. 

Judge Bradley’s decision yesterday, which 
threw the case against Mr. Havemeyer out 
of court, robbed the Searles trial of much 
of its interest, despite the assertion of Dis- 
trict Attorney Davis, that the cases were 
not analogous and that the contention set 
up by the defense in the Havemeyer case, 
upon which the Judge ordered a verdict of 
acquittal returned, would not hold in the 
Searles case. 

The general belief was that the main 
question as to pertinency would be raised by 
the defense in this case and that the Judge 


would be required to rule on that question 
before the defense opened, The indictment 
found against Mr. Searles was.very similar 
to the one found against Mr. Havemeyer, 
except that the questions asked of Searles 
were somewhat different.

His wife is nearly crazed with anxiety, 
for she has not seen-him since Thursday 
night at 8 o’clock. Friday morning a po- 
liceman and: two detectives called at her 
home, 1232 Sidney street. The bluecoat told 
her “Chick” had been shot while at a wake 
and the detectives said he had been wound- 
ed on the street. 

At 11 o’clock Mrs. Heib left her house and 
said she would search for her husband at 
the homes of his brothers, of whom he has 
six. 

The information that Peter Heib had been 
shot was conveyed in a police report placed 
on Chief Desmonfd’s desk Friday morning. 

The first part of this report states that 
Peter Heib called at the house of a sur- 
geon on California avenue, at 4 o’clock Fri- 
day morning and had a wound in his leg 
dressed. He told the doctor that while he 
was at the wake held over the body of Ed 
Griniley, the Third Ward politician, $812 
Chestnut street, there was a general ghoot- 
ing affray and he was rit with a bullet.

ABUSED BY POLICEMEN. 


Serious Charge Made Against Two Of- 
ficers by Negroes. 


Reuben Maron and his common law vife, 
Mary Reed, both colored, applied for a war- 
rant Friday charging Patrolmen Coleman 
and Sheehan with assault and battery.

The case was reported and recorded as 
suicide. Coroner Schildroth held an inquest, 
the jury deciding that “death was the re- 
sult of a pistol wound, inflicted by an un- 
known parties.”’ 

The body was discovered by William Gas- 
ton, an employe of Swift’s Packing House, 
who was in that vicinity on a fishing ex- 
cursion, The corpse was lying at the edge 
of a large pond formed at the junction of 
the Collinsville road and the Vandalia rail- 
way track, half a mile north of the “Van- 
dalia crossing.”’ 

The body was about fifteen feet from the 
edge of the water. 


The absence of a revolver at the time of 
the discovery and the failure to find a 
gun near the spot since, leads to the theory 
of murder. ’ 

The suicide theory is supported by the 
fact that in addition to the bullet wound, 
the dead man was found with a rope around 
his neck. It is argued that the man visited 
the lonely locality with the intention cf

It is thought that after marching around 
with the rope looped around his neck, itn 
search of something to tie to and droppin 
off, he got disgusted, shot himself and 
pbs the revolver into the lake. He 
couldn't have dropped the gun into the wa- 
ter, for the reason that the body was fifteen 
feet from thejedge of the lake and he would 
necessarily have to throw the gun with 
acme jorge after the ball struck him.

The President to-day received positive as- 
gurance from representatives of President 
Cisneros of the insurgent government that 
the insurgents would be willing to treat for 
the independence of the island with a pros- 


pective indemnity In the bac ound, They 
will also accept the offices of this Govern- 
ment as mediator. Tomas Estrada Palma, 
head of the Cuban Junta in the United 
States, is here. He, too, is willing to treat 
for independence with an indemnity for 
Spatn. ery soon the President will sub- 
mit a proposition to Spain. It will be made 
after the Spanish mission has been filled 

Commissioner Calhoun has reported. 
It is probable that the United States will 
uggest absolute freedom for Cuba, with an 

emnity of $160,000,000 for Spain.

SPANIARDS AMBUSHED, 


Garcia Separates Two Detachments and 
Defeats Them. 


NEW YORK; May 2%.—A special from 
Havana, Cuba, by way of Jacksonville, 
Fla., says: 

Gen. Garcia ambushed two detachments 
of Spanish troops near Vegittas, Puerto 


Principe province. After fighting them all 
one afternoon, he attacked them at night 
and managed to get them separated. For 
a while they were so confused they fired at 
each other. One detachment finally became 
panic-stricken and fied. Garcia fell on the 
other and defeated it, inflicting a loss of 100. 
He then pursued the retreating force, and 
catching up with them, ten miles from the 
coast, killed or wounded sixty-four Spanish 
soldiers.

Bates and Amory to Be Called on by 
Stock and Bondholders to 
Account. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 28.—The Times 
this morning says: Within the next few 
days a su‘t, making charges against Theo- 
dore C. Bates of Worcester, Mass., and 
Francis Amory, recent projectors of the 
Winner Bridge enterprises in this city, will 
be filed in the Circuit Court by Attorney

more, Md., and one of the bondholders 
appear as plaintiffs. It is the intention of 


Dr. Lyman, says the Times, to secure the 
pynnage | of the transactions of Bates and 
Amory, which involve the sum of $1,500,000, 
and to ascertain what disposition has been 
made of certain bond sales. The petition 
concludes with these words: 

No accounting has ever been made by 
these defendants of the proceeds derived 
from the sale of the stock and bonds nor of 
the use and disposition of the money paid 
to defendants, nor of the use to which the 
money received from the sale of the first 
mortgage bonds, or of the disposition of 
such bonds, or of the assets that were in 
the hands of said defendants belonging to 
the plaintiff and other Winner security 
holders.”’ 

Attorney roy Bays of the sult: ‘“‘At 
the time of the failure of the Winner com- 
panies the holders of the stocks and bonds 
were distributed all over the United States. 
Messrs. Bates and Amory formed the plan 
of getting the hokljers of these securities 
to unite and place their securities with 
trustees that concerted action might be 
taken for protecting the properties. To 
carry this out he required a large amount 
of money to be advanced to pay off prior 
liens upon bridge and railway, and to de- 
fray court expenses. These security-hold- 
era advanced in the neighborhood of $400,000 
for that purpose. To ascertain what was 
done with this money is one of the objects 
of the suit.”’ . 


EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY. 


Intense Interest Shown in the Bill Be- 
fore Parliament. 


LONDON, May 28.—The most intense in- 
terest is being manifested among the work- 
ers of Great Britain in the employers’ lia- 
bility bill now before Parliament, and its 


provisions will be of interest to labor lead- 
ers througout the world. Under existing 
statutes, which do not forbid ‘‘contracting 
out,” that is, an arrangement whereby the 
employe forfeits all claim against his em- 
ployer in case of personal injury or deatn 
resulting from acoident while engaged in his 
duties, and which also bar similar benefits 
to the employe in case of injury resulting 
from the fault of a fellow-employe, the 
workingman of Great Britain has _ few 
rights before the law. Sir Matthew White 
Ridley’s bill provides that in certain em- 
loyments there shall be a compensation for 
eath or total disabilit equal to three 
years’ wages, or a sum o et terse which.

GOES NOW TO THE SENATE. 


The Governor Will Not Sign Jt If Any 
Radical Amendments Are 
Tacked On. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 2.—The Allen 
street railway bill was passed by the House 
by a vote of 8 yeas to 60 nays. 

It came up as a special order at 11 o'clock. 
No speeches were made and the clerk at 
once called the roll on the passage of the 
bill. When the vote had been announced 
it was clinched by tabling Allen’s motion 
to reconsider. It will be reported to the 
‘Senate on Tuesday and will be advanced to 


second reading without reference to a com- 
mittee. There is considerable speculation as 
to whether the advocates of the 0ld Humph- 
rey bills will dare to amend it. If it 
is amended it will not contain the extreme 
provisions that the Humphrey bills did. The 
Governor it is said will not sign the bill if it 
is tampered with to any great extent. 


EAST ST. LOUIS BILL. 


Street Railway Measure Passed After a 
Heated Debate. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFELD, IIl., May 28.—The Warder 
Senate bill, which gives the St. Louis Bridge 
Company the right to operate a street car 


line out in adjo'tning cities and counties, 
was called up on third reading in the House 
and created a heated discussion. The Dill 
provides that any company owning, leasing, 
operating or controlling a bridge rong 
any city, town or village in this State, wit 
any city, town or village of any adjoining 
State, may lease, own, construct and oper- 
ate a street railway over such bridge and 
in such cities, towns, villages or counties 
in which same may be situated, and in ad- 
or counties, and may also acquire and 

old stock and guarantee bonds of any 
company operating such street railway or 
railways. 

“I desire to know what this bill is,’’ asked 
McGoorty. 

“It’s another Humphrey bill,” replied sev- 
eral members in chorus. 

“Then I move to postpone the bill until 
next Wednesday,”’ said alotleerty. 

This motion was defeated. 

Needles said in spport of the bill: “It is 
not true that this is another Humphrey Dill. 
It simply allows the St. Louts Bridge Com- 
pany to extend the street railway which is 
run over the bridge out into the city of East 
St. Louis and adjoining counties. As it now 
is people going from St. Louis to East Louls 
are compelled to change cars at the foot of 
the bridge and pay two fares. If the bridge 
company is given the privileges accorded by 
this bill passengers can make a continuous 
paseng? over the bridge, out into East St. 

ouis.’’ 


“If it’s such a good bill,”” said Compton, 
‘it would be safe to add a referendum 
clause, and I move that the bill be recalled 
to second reading that this may be done.”’ 

Schwab spoke in favor of this proposition, 
saying that the measure was a dangerous 
one, as it would give the bridge company 
a monopoly on the street railway business 
of Bast St. Louis. The bill will shut, out 
other bridge companles. 

‘The latter statement is not correct,” In- 
terrupted Sherman, ‘as no special bill is 
specified.’’

LOCKJAW CURED. 


Successful Test of Anti-Toxin Treat- 
ment in California. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 28.—A new 
treatment for lockjaw or tetanus has just 
been successfully tried at the German Hos- 
pital under the direction of Dr. Conrad 


Well. The case is exciting a great deal of 
interest in the medical profession and 
among the friends of the hospital, as it was 
the first experiment with this new treat- 
ment West of the Mississippi and one of the 


very few experiments in this country. 


The patient, who owes his life, as the phy- 
sicilans believe, to the new treatment, Is 
Edmund Rhein, now about 23 years old, who 
received an injury to his thuinb about a 
month ago. Doubt was entertained at-first 
whether an amputation would not be neces- 
sary. This was avoided, however, but later 
symptoms of lockjaw began to develop. 

As the symptoms were not severe at first, 
the ordinary treatment with sedatives was 
tried. The patient grew steadily worse and 
Dr. Weil decided to try the new treatment, 
By this time the disease had extended so as 
to affect almost the entire nervous and mus- 
cular systems. 

Within forty-eight hours under the new 
treatment signs of improvement began and 
at the end of a week he was pronounced out 
of danger. Yesterday he said he felt no 
symptoms of the disease at all, oniy the 
weakness which was a natural result of the 
ordeal through which he had passed. The 
new treatment consists of injections of a 
tetanus anti-toxin, similar in its source to 
the anti-toxin of diphtheria,

TURKEY CONSENTS TO NEGO-

THE CHURCH CONTRIBUTIONS. 


Dissatisfaction Expressed With the 
Working of the Present System 
and Pledges Desired. 


EAGLE LAKE, Ind., May 23.—When the 
Presbyterian General Assembly gathered 
this morning it was understood that an ef- 
fort was to be made to complete the ses- 
sions to-day. The rush characterizing clos- 
ing hours began at once. The Committee on 
Bills and Overtures reported briefly upon 
petitions as to certain liquor bills and Sun- 
day legislation pending in Congress. The 
statement was made that sufficient evi- 
dence was not at hand for deliberate judg- 
ment, but a general statement was adopted 
covering the subject, as follows: 

“The General Assembly reaffirms deep in- 
terest in all legislation by which the cause 
of temperance and morality are wisely 
furthered, and commends the efforts of 
Christian men in our State and Federal 
legislative assemblies to safeguard social 
purity and to prevent the maintenance of 
liquor saloons in any Government building.” 

The standing Committee on Systematic 
Beneficence reported through Dr. Wilson 
Phraner. The report show the causes of 
discouragement to benevolence. These 
were the debts of the boards, the fact that 
the recommendations of the assemblies had 
called for more than three times the 
amount ever collected in any one year, a 
lack of obligation on the part of the 
churches to support the work of the boards 
and the existence of numerous societies in 
the churches which sap their resources.

In Ohio and Iowa, two of the great 
States which are to elect State officers 
this year, the lines are to be strongly and 
squarely drawn on the money question.

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IF WE RECOGNIZE CUBA. 

A palpable misstatement,. which there 
{s nothing to justify, is being made by 
journals which hold themselves compe- 
tent to instruct the public. It has been 
circulating for some days, and Thursday 
it appeared in a Globe-Democrat editorial 
in this form: 

Under international law Spain would havé 
the right, after the recognition by us of the 
Cuban insurgents as belligerents, to search 
our merchant ships on the high seas, to see 
if they were carying contraband of war to 
the Cubans, and this right, it is entirely 
fafe to presume, would sometimes be ex- 
ercised with harshness, and in disregard for 
the feelings of this country.

Spain would have no more right of 
seizure and search of our merchantmen 
if we should recognize Cuban belliger- 
ency than we had to seize and search the 
merchant vessels of Spain,’ England and 
France after those nations had recog- 
nized the belligerency of the Southern 
Confederacy.

CORNERED AGAIN, 

The Globe-Democrat was suddenly 
halted in its blithe work of ridiculing 
those who expected a revival of business 
after the election of McKinley and who 
are giving expression to their disappoint- 
ment that the promised prosperity has 
not come.

If de- 
clares that the promised prosperity has 
come, and that those who are unable to 
see-it and say so are calamity shriek- 
ers.” The Post-Dispatch will now pro- 
ceed to show from the Globe-Democrat’s 
own editorial columns that #f failure to 
see a revival of business prosperity is 
proof of a “calamity shrieker,’”’ then the 
Globe-Democrat is entitled to a foremost 
position in the ranks of the shriekers. 

Less than a week ago, in its issue of 
May 22, in an editorial discussing the 
gold movement, it said: ‘‘Business is still 
stagnant.”’ That this observation was 
not dropped casually, by a slip of the 
pen as it were, is shown by the fact that 
in its issue of May 8 it said editorially: 
“The country’s bank clearings in the 
past six days were 1.6 per cent below the 
corresponding time last year.” Stiil 
more striking are the following calamity 
shrieks from the Globe-Democrat’s edi- 
torial columns: 

May 9—‘“‘In the calendar week just ended 
St. Louis’ gain in bank clear:ngs was about 
9 per cent. Considering THE STAGNA- 
TION IN BUSINESS PREVAILING 
THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY, this was 
a handsome increagse.’’ 

May 15—‘“‘Of course the railroads’ income is 
down to low figures, but this unsat'sfactory 
condition is shared by business interests of 
all kinds, and it will change when the gen- 
eral trade improvement séts in.” 

Less than two weeks ago, therefore, 
the Globe-Democrat was impressed with 
the fact that the unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of the railroads “is shared by busi- 
ness interests of all kinds,” and that the 
general trade improvement was yet to 
set in. It did not set in until it became 
necessary for the Globe-Democrat to se2 
a revival of business in order to discredit 
the exposure of its “absurd” and “‘ridicu- 
lous’’ prophecies. 


MONEY AND FUSION. 

The Middle-of-the-Road Populists have 
failed to answer the Post-Dispatch’s 
question as to why, if fusion is a bad 
thing for Populist principles, Republicans 
do not favor it. In nearly every State 
Legislature they haye controlled this 
year, where such laws did not already 
exist, the Republicans have passed laws 
openly aimed at preventing fusion be- 
tween Democrats and Populists in the 
coming election, 

There is one exception. In Kentucky @ 
law preventing fusion has been in the 
statutes for several years. The Repub- 
licans, temporarily in control of the State 
Legislature, have understood that their 
majority was created by the votes of gold 
bolters from the Democratic party, and 
that without the continued support of 
these bolters, the Republican reign would 
be brief. They have, therefore, been try- 
ing to repeal the anti-fusion law of Ken- 
tucky, so that they can fuse with the gold 
bolters of Kentucky in future elections. 

In States where a fusion of Democrats 
and Populists endangers the money pow- 
er fusion is to be’made unlawful. If there 
is mo law against it one must be passed. 
In States where fusion between Repub- 
licans and Wall Street Democrats is nec- 
essary to the success of the money power, 
fusion must be legalized. If there is a 
law against it, it must be. repealed, 
Fusion where fusion will serve Plutoc- 
racy. No fusion where fusion can be 
made to serve the people, This is the pro- 
gramme, 

We should like to hear from sOme more 
Middle-of-the-Road Populists as to this 
situation. How do they explain it? 
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The people of Missouri should read 
with care the article on the American 
Book Trust, reproduced elsewhere on this 
page from the New York Journal. It 
was the current belief at Jefferson City 
during the last session of the Legislature 
that this same American Book Trust was 
back of the bill providing for a School 
Text Book Commission to select and con- 
tract for books for the Public Schools of 
Missouri, Contrary to custom, the names 
of the commissioners were incorporated 
in the bill, ang it is understood that a 
majority of these commissioners were 
acceptable to if not in fact named by 
the Book Trust. The sessions of the 
Text Book Commission should be 
watched with the utmost care and their 
final action closely scrutinized, If they 
serve as agents of the Book Trust while 
nominally serving the people of Missouri, 
that fact cannot be concealed.

MINNESOTA WAREHOUSE LAW. 


Declared Unconstitutional by the State 
Supreme Court. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., May 28.—The Supreme 
Court declared the public warehouse law of 
1895 unconstitutional. The law provided that 
every public warehouse other than those 
used for storage of grain should secure li- 
censes from the Government within thirty 
days after the passage of the act, and that 
all railroad companies should be required to 
turn over to the warehouse companies all 
goods which had been in their possession 
uncalled for for twenty days or more. The 
storage company was to pay fhe transpor- 
tation charges and take a lien upon the 
goods for the amount.

KANSAS FREIGHT RATES. 


Demand to Be Made on the Roads for 
Reductions. 


TOPEKA, Kan., May 28.—Seventy-five of- 
ficilals and attorneys of ten railroads, hav- 
ing lines in Kansas, met the State Board of 
Railroad Commissioners here by appoint- 
ment for a hearing as to freight rates. The 
meeting closed last night and the commis- 
sioners will formulate their demands in a 
letter, which will be submitted to each road 
for acceptance or rejection. The commis- 
sioners ask a reduction of 20 per cent on ex- 
isting rates for hauling coal, 5 per cent on 
cattle and 15 per cent on grain.

VON DER AHE’S MYSTERIOUS 
TRADE FALIS THROUGH. 


DOWD OFFERED TO QUAKERS. 


Chances That the Browns’ Clever Cap- 
tain Will Be Swapped on the 
Present Eastern Trip. 


Just before the Browns started for New 
York it was announced that three players 
were about to be traded or purchased, and 
that the deal would so strengthen the team 
that victories would be common occurrences. 
The names of these players were not made 
public, and it was generally supposed that 
the New York Giants would furnish the men. 
It turns out that the Quaker club was the 
source of the proposed supply of new ma-: 
terial. The following special telegram to the 
Post-Dispatch explains itself; 

CHICAGO, Ill, May 2.—The proposed 
“swap” of players between the St. Louis 
and Philadelphia club hangs fire. While 


both Von der Ahe and Stallings are investi- 
gating to see that the stock the other offers 
is sound of limb and free from blemish, the 
contemplated trade of Hallman, Harley and 
Grady for Dowd, will probably not go 
through, as Stallings declines to pay the 
rice for the Browns’ captain. When asked 
ast night about the status of the case the 
Quaker manager said: 

“Since the deal was first _— the 
proposition has been several] times changed 
and different men offered by both clubs, but 
as yet we have not made any exchange, 
nor do we seem any nearer an agreement. 
The Philadelphia club has a surplus of play- 
ers, and parussey would like to exchange 
quantity for quality, but we have not yet 
succeeded in making any trades. Dowd 
would fit well énto the Philadelphia out- 
field. Just at present all deals are off and 
nothing is pending for the time being.” 

It will be a surprise to the majority of 

atrons of the gamé here to learn that 

owd was considered in a trade of any 
sort. His brilliant work in center fleld has 
made him a great favorite with those who 
have only a spectators acquaintance with 
him, and he certainly is the star of the 
luckless aggregation. But he hae fallen off 
somewhat in his batting this season, and 
those who have been on the inside at 
Sportsman’s Park have known for some 
time that the captain was not as popular 
with Von der Ahe as he used.to be. 

As far as that goes Dowd is not enam- 
oured of his present engagement, and he 
would not grieve if he were told some morn- 
ing that he had been traded. There is not 
a club in the league that would not like to 
have the fleet-footed center fielder. 

Other of the Eastern organizations are 
like the Philadelphias in being long om 
quantity, and the chances are that some of 
them will hold out a tempting offer to Von 
der Ahe on this trip which will result in 
Dowd’s next appearance on the St. Louls 
grounds in a different uniform. 

Secretary Muckenfuss received a telegram 
from Lally late Thursday afternoon ask- 
ing where he should report. The answer 
went back to go directly to the team in 
New York, but it is not probable that the 
ex-Minneapolis player can make the jour- 
ney in time to play in the series on the 
polo grounds. About the best he can do 
is to join the Browns for the game in Bos- 
ton Monday. 

Secretary Muckenfuss insists that Mr. Von 
der Ahe is with the team, and he denies all 
reports that the St. Louis president is in 
Indianapolis or any other city discussing a 
sale of the Browns’ franchise. 


The St. Louis club will play Friday after- 
noon in New York and two games with the 
Giants Saturday. From the metropolis the 
cripples will move to Boston, thence to 
Brooklyn, Baltimore coming next, then on 
to Washington, and then back to New York 
for the regular schedule games. Philadel-

As told in the late editions of the Post- 
Dispatch, the Committee on Municipal Af- 
fairs of the City Council met Thursday af- 
ternoon to consider the Uthoff bill. 

Figures were presented which, it was 
claimed, showed more was paid out under 


* Street Commissioner Milner’s management 


of his department than would be under the 
new bill. r 

This conclusion was reached by dragging 
into the comparison 162 inspectors employed 
as day men during April. In that month 
$8,659 was paid out to this class of men. 
They are called straw bosses. They are 


supposed to be employed only when there is 
public work going on which demands their 
services. For this reason few of them are 
employed during the winter months. But 
April was counted an average month and 
an annual expenditure of $103,911 for this 
purpose was figured out, to the great satis- 
faction of the committee. 

District Superintendent Jullus Wurzbur- 

er and Superintendent of Repairs John P. 

wen, who expect to get two of the $3,000 
jobs under the new deal, were in attendance 
as sapient rooters. They were also highly 
pleased. 

Mr. Brinkmeyer was the only one who 
Was not apparently entirely satisfied, He 
wanted to hear from Mr. Milner, That gen- 
tleman could not be found. 

Over the protest of Rooters Wurzburger 
and Owen an adjournment was taken to 9:30

MEXICAN VISITORS. 


St. Louis Preparing to Entertain Pan- 
American Delegates. 


The merchants and business men of St. 
Louis interested in the extension of trade 
with Mexico are contributing to a fund 
wherewith to entertain the Mexican dele- 


gates to the Pan-American Ces, which 
meets in Philadelphia next week. __. 

The pisereaae includes a four-days’ ses- 
sion in- Philadelphia, and then a junketing 
tour of the prificipal cities. 

“St. Louis was not In the original itiner- 
ary,’ said one merchant to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “but we raised such a storm about 
it that Philadelphia promised to extend the 
junket to this city on condition that our own 
merchants meet. the cost of entertaining the 
delegates during the two days of their stay 
here. That was a comparatively easy con- 
dition and will be promptly met. 

‘There is another matter in this connec- 
tion which we intend bringing to the atten- 
tion of Mayor ‘Ziegenheim. We want the 
Mayor to appoint a delegate from St. Louis 
to the Congress, who can deliver an address 
in the Spanish language, for the purpose of 
informing the delegates as to our city’s re- 
sources and close business connections with 
Mexico.

NEW ROLE. 


FAVORS A GAMBLING DEVICE. 


Chief Harrigan Ignored and Captains 
Ordered Not to Interfers With 
the Bicycle Cigar Machines. 


Chief of Police Harrigan, City Counselor 
Marshall and Judge, Peabody will have to 
retire from business unless young Mr. Har- 
ry Clover, the city «attorney, kindly con- 
sents to leave them a little something to do. 

The versatile young prosecutor of misde- 
meanants is arrogating the functions of the 
three officials just now and owing to the 
peculiarity of the statutes there is nothing 
to stop him. 

The instance inwhich he chose to exercise 
his talents regards a nickel-in-the-slot gam- 
bling device. 

An enterprising gentleman who owns a 
device by which a nickel dropped jin the slot 
will bring at least one and perhaps more 
cigars, sought Mr. Clover before attempting 
to put his scheme on the market. The City 
Attorney promised to look up the law in the 
case, and the a following assured the 
gentleman that his machine was not a 
gambling device, as the investor always got 
the worth of his money. 

But the police mightn’t see it that way, 
and when the owner of the machine asked 
for something in writing to stave off the 
blue coats, the accommodating young City 
Attorney issued the following: 

May 15, 1897. 

To All Police Captains: 

Gentlemen—I made a careful ex- 
amination into the facts and law re- 
garding a certain machine known as the 
cycle machine, owned by the Royal 
Cigar Co., and I find that this machine 
is not a gambling device under any city 
ordinance and that the prosecution 
thereof cannot be maintained. 

H, A. CLOVER, JR., 
City Attorney. 

Mr. Oscar Pryibill, the manager of the 
Royal Cigar Co.-is an enterprising gentle- 
man, and he forthwith had a number of 
fac-similes of Mr. Clover’s opinion struck 
off. The machine is now being sold -under 
the City Attorney’s guarantee. 

He also served copies of the order on 
every Police Captain in St. Louis. Chief 
Harrigan was not favored with a copy of 
the opinion and instructions to his Cap- 
tains. Neither is the document of record 
in the files of the Police Board, 

Capt. John Pickel of the Second Police 
District was not in when Mr. Pryibill 
called on him, Sergt. Hammett told the 
cigar man that he needn't mind leaving the 
letter, but he did. 

When Capt. Pickel returned it was handed 
him. “Such confounded impudence!” he 
said, and crumbling the paper in his hand 
he tossed it contemptuousty into the ‘stove. 

He was favored later with a call from 
Mr. Pryibill. He accompanied Saloonkeep- 
er ro beng of 2900 South Broadway. The 
ealoonman didn’t want to buy the machine 
unless the police would allow it to be ope- 
rated. He wasn't impressed with Mr. Clo- 
ver'e guarantee. 

Much to Mr. Pryibill’s disgust the cap- 
tain told Eggriding he would arrest him if 
he opened the machine despite Mr. Clover's 
opinion.

“If he had any opinion to offer about the 
slot machine he should have addressed it to 
me. 
“I know what the machine is. It’s a 

ambling device. The fact that you get at 
east one cigar for your nickel doesn’t re- 
move the illegal feature. You may get more 
cigars. It’s the inducement to gamble that 
is the gravamen of the ordinance and this 
machine violates it. 

“IT have issued gtrict orders to arrest any- 
one who will operate the machine on his 
premises. , 

“I can't help it if Mr. Clover refuses to let 
Judge Peabody pass on the matter by nolle 
prossing the cases. That won't stop our 
making arrests. If Mr. Clover is going to run 
this town the public will have to take charge 
of him. 

“There is nothing to stop his throwing 
these cases out of court but public opinion, 
but he can't bluff the Police Department 
into obeying his uncalled for Instructions.”’ 

Mr. Clover realized Thursday that he 
had put his foot in it and undertook to 
deny that he had written the letter. Mr. 
Pryibill has something to say about this, 
‘I don’t want to be harsh on Mr. Clover,” 
said he, ‘“‘but he really can’t deny the letter. 
I have his original copy and can produce it. 
I don’t want to handle the machine if its 
a gambling device, but my lawyer, Frank 
Ritchey, assured me it was all right, as I 
am using it to advertise my business. I 
showed it to Prosecutor Johnson and he as- 
sured me that it was not unlawful. It didn't 
come under cD realy cesar and he gave me 
a letter of introduction to Mr. Clover. After 
examining the machine, he said it was not 
illegal. When I asked him for a written 
‘statement to that effect, he asked his as- 
sistant, Mr. Meigs, to draw one up. Mr. 
Meigs wrote out the document I gave the 
police Captains, read it to Mr. Clover and 
that gentleman signed it. I don’t think he 
will deny its enuineness. I have his 
original copy. My city salesman carries it 

with him and uses it in selling the ma- 
chines. 

“No, I didn’t pay anything for the 6pin- 
fon. If it’s going to cost me anything, it will 
be for fighting in court.” 

City Attorney Harry A. Clover now says 
he did not attempt to dictate to the Police 
Department regarding the nickel-in-the-slot 
machines. 

“IT carefully investigated the law,’ he 
said, ‘“‘and found there was no violation in 
operating the kind of a machine submitted 
to me. here are no elements of gambling 
in it. One cannot lose. I merely expressed 
my opinion in writing. It was addressed 
‘to whom it may concern,’ and was not dli- 
rected to any police captain. It was written 
at the request of the gentlemen who wished 
to put the machines out. 

**T did nolle prose the case In question, 
and will continue to do so. However, if the 
police will make arrests for persons operat- 
ing nickel-in-the-slot machines when the 
patron drops his nickel in with the hope of 
getting more money, and a chance to get 
nothing, I will be happy to prosecute. 

‘My relations with Capt. Pickle and with 
Chief Harrigan are pleasant and I would, 
not attempt to dictate to them.”’ 


CUBAN SILVER DOLLARS 


Will Be Sent to This City for Disposal 
as Souvenirs. 


A emall printed card has been in circula- 
tion in this city for several days, emanat- 


ing from the Cuban junta in New York and 
announcing that $ and $10 bonds of Cuba are 
ready for delivery.

ature, 

The shortage of available revenue to the 
extent of nearly half a milljon dollars was 
discussed in all its phases, and the opinion 
freely expressed that an extra session of 
the Legislature will be a necessity before 
the end of 1897. As yet, Gov. Stephens has 
not decided that an extra session will be 
imperative, but some of the statesmen. told 
a reporter for the Post-Dispatch that there 
is no other way out of the dilemma, and 
that the extra session will come ot later 
than October. One of the representatives 
said he had information from the capital 
to that effect. 

The State Auditor’s estimate shows that 
the available revenue lacks about $400,000 of 
covering the apetepesaione made by the 
last Legislature. The Thirty-ninth General 
Assembly failed to enact any of the bills 
designed to increase the revenue, and the 
question now being asked is, would an ex- 
tra session do any better? 

The State Board of Equalization may de- 
cide to increase the assessed valuation of 
railroad property and thus make figures 
come out on the right side, but this is not 
assured. The railoads are now having their 
hearing before the board at the capital. 
Legal representatives of the various com- 
panies, not satisfied with the present rate 
of assessment, are pleading for the reduc- 
tion. The general opinion of the statesmen 
who were visiting in St. Louis Friday is 
that there will be no material change, either 
in reduction or increase. 

A part of the aggregation at the Laclede 
Friday morning belongs to the Republican 
minority. Naturally, the much-talked-of 
McKinley prosperity was discussed. Repre- 
sentative Denslow and others on the Re- 
publican side argued with the Democrats 
that they had no right to expect the wave 
of pros rity to come so soon. Representa- 
tive Whitecotton, Democrat, said prosperity 
had already arrived. Then he told a story 
to illustrate his assertion. He said a Re- 
publican in his town had recently been ap- 
pointed Postmaster. 

“The same thing is happening all over the 
country,” said Mr. Whitecotton, “not only 
in postal service, but in all other govern- 
mental departments, Now, doesn’t this con- 
stitute prosperity for those who are bene- 
fited by the appointment? Of course, such 
prosperity is not general in its scope, but 
it is fully as much as we need expect from 
the McKinley Administration. Outside of 
the prosperity that is striking lucky oe 
seekers, I know of none, and there

COMPLAINT OF UNFAIRNESS. 


Factory Inspector Anderson Thi: —. the 
United Garment Workers’ Union 
Is All Right. 


Mr. and Mrs, Grossman, who live in and 
own the house at 1023 North Ninth street, 
believe they have a grievance against the 
United Garment. Workers’ Union, No. 165, of 
which Ben Stone is president and Gus 
Cytron, secretary. 

The Grossman family are Russian Jews of 
the thrifty class. They run a tailor shop 
known as a sweat-shop, on the upper floor 
of their house. 

They have been boycotted by the union 
because, first, they will not abide by the 
union rules, and also because the union is 
determined to break up the system of work- 
shops in residences, where children under 
@ge are employed. 

Mrs. Grossman has seven children, of all 
ages. She also has been employing two or 
three men, she says, in addition to the serv- 
ices of her husband. The family sre well- 
to-do. They met with misfortune a few 
weeks ago when their oldest son was in- 
jured by a street car and lost a leg. For 
that they will undoubte lly resover hand- 
somely from the street car compuny. They 
own their property, and have no appear- 
ance of poverty. 

Mre. Grossman insists that the Garment 
Workers’ Union, over which Ben Stone pre- 
sides, is @ sham organization; that ‘t is 
compelling garmént makers to pay monry 
to them for the privilege of getting work, 
and is compelling manufacturers who have 
work to give out to ignore the Grvesmans. 
She is endeavoring to get warrants for the 
arrest of Stone and. his alleged conspirat:s, 
but so far has not been successful. 

I have investigated this case,” said Fac- 
ay A Inspector Anderson, “and I find little 
in it, rs. Grossman's claim that this is a 
bogus labor union ts all wrong. The union 
has over members and is one of the 
strongest in the city. The Grossmans 
simply will not abide by the union rules, and 
the latter have put her and her shop on the 
black list. That is all. I don’t see how 
this can be prevented. The State Labor 
Commission cannot compel men to work for 
Mrs. Grossman, and cannot compe) manu- 
facturers to give her work. The union is 
very anxious to break up the sweat-shop 
system in St. Louis, and this is one of the 
means they take. e can do nothing.” 

Gus Cytron, Secretary of the organiza- 
tion, says his society, which is five years 
oid and -has 600 members, is engaged in 
weeding out the sweat-shops and limiting 
the number of working hours to ten. 

“We have written agreements with all the 
sending manufacturers,”’ he said, ‘‘to con- 
tract for no work where such work is to 

done in tenement houses or outside of 
regular shops. The society keeps the run of 
the agreement and advises the manufactur- 

those places managed in violation of 

. The Grossman place was reported thus, 
along with five others. We do not claim 
her house ts not clean, It. is a home; in- 
stead of a shop, and the shopkeepers who 
pay rent cannot compete with the home- 
workers unless the eoclety’s agreements 
@re carried out. 

“That's all there is of the story. We 
have nothing whatever against the Gross- 
mans personally. They are simply working 
in violation of our society's written under. 
etanding with manufacturers, made for the 
purpose of abolishing sweat-shops. There 
are eleven persons employed by the Gross- 


mans. 

“We have a right to recelve money from 
our members for the maintenance of our 
society, and this is what Mrs. Grossman 
calls exacting money from working talil- 
ors.

10 ESCAPE PAIN. 


MAN WITH A BIG HEART TRIES 
TO KILL HIMSELF. 


SORRY HE WAS PUMPED OUT. 


William H. Radell, Whose Enormous 
Heart Crowds His Other Organs, 
Becomes Desperate. 


William H. Radell, the man with the big 
heart, who, while in the City Hospital, at- 
tracted great attention from the medical 
fraternity, attempted suicide by poison 
early Friday morning. 

Radell entered the drug store at Ninth 
and Olive streets at 4 o’clock Friday morn- 
ing and bought 10 cents’ worth of morphine. 
He appeared perfectly at ease and talked 
pleasantly with the druggist while being 
waited on. 

When he received the packet of morphine 
he stood calmly before the clerk and un- 
wrapped it. Before the druggist divined his 
purpose Radell threw back his head, put the 
powder on his tongue and swallowed it. The 
clerk sprang forward, but he was too late. 

Radell coolly sat down on a sofa, took his 
handkerchief from his pocket and wiped his 
mouth, 

“That's nothing,’’ he said. 
ready swallowed 40 cents’ worth of mor- 
phine. As it did not affect me, I thought lI 
would take a little more.”’ 

The clerk telephoned for an ambulance 
and Radell was removed to the City Hos-

INDIANA LOAN. 


PRESIDENT BAKER REPCRTS IT 
ENTIRELY SAFE. 


IT WAS A PERSONAL NOTE. 


The St. Louis Bank Secured From Loss 
From the Closing of the Bank 
of Logansport. 


President Baker of the Continental Na- 
tional Bank returned Friday morning from 
Logansport, Ind., where he had gone to in- 
quire into the condition of the Logansport 
bank, of which John F. Johnson was Presi- 
dent. Johnson is charged with embegzle- 
ment and forgeries amounting to $300,000, 
and among the bank’s debts is one of $15,000 
loaned by the Continental Bank to President 
Johnson. 

“It was a personal matter,” says Mr. 
Baker, “and the ioan waa directly to John. 
son himself. Our security is ample, and we 
shall lose nothing. We had done business 
with his bank for years, and he was per- 
sonally known to one of our directors—as 
was his father before him—as an upright, 
honorable business man. Besides the per- 
sonal security given to our bank, we also 
hold the stock of some Indiana banks, the 
Monticello and the State National, 

“The bank of which Johnson was Presi- 
dent has a good business and a fine class 
of depos{tors, and I am assured by the 
Examiner in charge that there is more than 
enough manny to pay all depositors. 

“Jonnson’'s lootings or robberies were not 
confined to the bank. It was originally his 
outside misconduct that led to an examina- 
tion of the bank’s affairs. The Examiner 
tells me that $100,000 of Johnson's stealings 
is not on the books of the bank at dll. The 
people are greatly incensed against Juhnson, 
not the bank, and there is good prospects 
of a reorganization Saturday, at whica time 
Examiner Caldwell expects to make his re- 
port to the stockholders, 

“Johnson is a very plausible, fine-looking 
fellow. He came on here in persoa to pro- 
cure the loan accorded him by the Continen- 
tal in January, 1897. The Monticello, 
part of whose stock we hold ag security for 
the Johnson paper, is a new bank, and of 
course has no debts. I am much pleased 
with the outlook, for it is better than I had 
-anticipated. There is no friction or ill-feeling 
inside the management of the ansport 
bank, and the pressure is atrong or reor- 
ganization, ag the continuance of the inati- 
tution is almost a necessity. 

“Johnson has been convicted by the 
courts and sentence was to have been passed 
upon him Friday morning. He doubtiess 
got a long term of years.

BEING ARRANGED. 


BEE LINE TO THE WEST END. 


Union Depot Co. Branching Out and 
John Scullin Will Secure 
Another Road. 


Within two weeks the Union Depot Ralil- 
way Co. will be eperating a new electric 
line over territory to which it already holds 
the right of way. 

This line will extend from Jefferson av- 
enue and Arsenal street to Union Market. 
Track is now being laid between Lynch 
street and Arsenal street on Jefferson av- 
enue. The company already has racks 
north from Lynch street to Geyer avenue 
on Jefferson avenue. 

The new line will give residents along 
South Jefferson avenue the street-car ser- 
vice they have been clamoring for. It will 
run from Arsenal street to Geyer avenue, 
thence over the California avenue line 
tracks to Lafayette avenue and Grattan 
street, thence over the Tower Grove line 
tracks to Union Market. 

The establishment of the new line fs 
looked upon as significant in more ways 
than one. The portion of the line between 
Geyer avenue and Arsenal street will form 
the now missing link in a direct line from 
the Fair Grounds to Jefferson Barracks, 

The Jefferson avenue line now runs ag far 
south as Geyer avenue, and the Southern 
Electric enters Jefferson avenue at Arsenal 
street. 

In the event of a consolidation everything 
would be in readiness for the operation of 
a continuous line. 

There seems to be a general tendency to 
extend lines so that they shall come in 
contact with other lines at as many points 
as possible, and the Union Depot line is not 
behind in the procession. 

It was said among the brokers Friday 
morning that the hurry with which the 
work on the new line ia being comes d is 
significant of a determination on the \part 
of the Union Depot to spread out still more 
in the near future. 

It was stated that John Scullin will be an 
early and persistent bidder for the Fourth 
street and Arsenal street line, when it is 
sold under the order of the court. Mr. Scul- 
lin has for a long time been anxious to pro- 
vide a street railway line with West End 
connections for the South Broadway mer- 
chants. Those who claim to know say that 
he will purchase and operate the Fourth 
street and Arsenal street line and extend it 
weston Wyoming street to Jefferson. By us- 
ing one block of the Southern Electric 
track the line could »be made to 
connect with the new one now being con- 
structed. The entire line would then form 
a loop from Fourth and Morgan streets 
around through the best South End resi- 
dence section back to Union Market, ony 
a block away from the sorting point. B 
a system of transfers residents in the Sout 
FY West End could reach the business sec- 
tion of South Broadway for one fare. Only 
a block of track from Broadway and Lucas 
to Fourth and Lucas would be required to 
make the line a perfect loop.

WHEN PAPER FALLS DUE. 


Bankers Differ About Obligations 
That Mature on Holidays. 


Men in commercial circles are trying to 
decide when paper which matures on Satur- 
day, Sunday or Monday must be paid, as 
lawyers and bankers are not able to agree 
upon the subject. 

Saturday being a half holiday and Monday 
bing set apart for observance as a legal 
holiday, because Decoration Day falls on 
Sunday this year, there are practically 


three holidays in succession. 

Manager Thomas A. Stoddard of the St. 
Louis Clearing-house was appealed to, but 
decided that it is not within the province of 
the Clearing-house Association to lay down 
rules in such cases, an each bank must 
decMde for itself in the matter. He has an- 
nounced that there will be no clearings 
Monday, but refuses to give any further 
advice. 

Cashier Thompson of the Boatmen’s Bank 
J. D. Van Blarcom, cashier of the Natiov-a 
Bank of Commerce, and a number of others, 
after eer eminent legal] authorities, 
decided upon the following rule: 


Next Monday is a legalized holiday, by 
reason of the fact that it is the day next 
succeeding a_ legal nosey gg a 
Day), which falls on next Sunday. Paper 
due next Saturday or Sunday is payable or 
protestable on Saturday before 12 o'clock 
noon. Paper due next Monday 1s payable 
or protestable on Tuesday. 

President Hutchinson of the Mechanics’ 
Bank, who is also President of the Clear- 
ing-house Association, on the other hand, 
by the advice of attorneys, decides that pa- 
pa falling due on Saturday, Sunday or 

onday can be legally met on Tuesday. 

This leaves matters in a very unsatisfac- 
tory shape. 

The law reads as follows: 

The firat day of January, the twenty- 
second day of February, the thirtieth 
day of May, the fourth day of July, the 
first Monday in September. any general 
State election day, and Thanksgiving 
Day, appointed by the Governor of the
